PARIS, Feb. 7.—Tbe new drastic meas- 
ures regarding the closing of the thea- 
tres four days a week and the suspen- 
sion of the —— 28 and yey omni+ 
bus traffic after 10 P. M. caused can- 
siderable surprise.

If our financial -situatiot.is so ex- 
travagantly strong as is commonly 
stated, that fact might produce a feel- 
ing of overconfidence. It is worth 
bearing in mind that any banking and 
financial situation is good only so far 
as jt reflects the commercial situation, 
and that the comimereial situation is 
the bettér worth consideration. Prof- 
jag are current income, an@ may be 
renewed, as often as spent. But they 
cannot be spent unless they can be re- 
newed. The immense banking. re- 
soutces which reflect the phenomenal 
profits of the current Situation would 


taken for thelt protection. There a 
billions aveilablesunder wise adminis- 
trationg@but nothing to waste without 
& proportional penalty, ‘That ‘the 
strength of the situation is due to cyr- 
‘rent profits best appears ‘from the ‘fact 
that since June deposits of. all*banks 
(except the Federal Reserve) ral 
creased from twenty-one billions ‘ta, 
‘twenty-six billiogs, while the loans in⸗ 
creased only’ from. fifteen billions to 
$17,849,000,600. That: indicates .ex- 
pansion, not inflation, just as surely 
as the increase of loans faster than de- 
posits would indicate contraction of re- 
sources. 

The —— of the situation. ap- 
pears further in te fact that if th 
resourves of the Federal Reserve banks 
be added to those of the other banks 
there has been an actual increasé of 
banking cash, in addition to the maxi- 
mum of cash in cifculation. Ht is a 
sure proof that the country does not 
need more ‘money. Thege is stich 
superfluity of. ‘money in people's 
pockets and bank reserves that there is 
inflation of prices even In anticipation 
of inflation of credits. “If the bankers 
allow it, there is danger of the thoney 
machine running wild. Always. thé 
Money market absorbs whatever is put 
at its disposal. Qnly for short. periods 
do conditions like the present persist. 
There is need that our ample resources 
should be put at the use of commerce, 
unless they are to inflame speculation. 
It is-a fortunate fact that just in the 
nick*of time. there séems to be opening 
an opportunity for such a policy, 

Hundreds of millions are wanted for 
preparedness. There is a possibility 
that billions may be needed .for thdse 
whose views of international affairs} 
are like our own. In this transmuta- 
tion of bank credits into Government 
credits, and then inté the production 
of the goods necessary and appropriate 
to suich a situation, lies the, opportu- 
nity for stimulation of.trade in the im- 
medigte present, and the risk that thé 
opportualty nay be wasted or worse. 
There are examples enough of what we 
should not do. There was a lamentable 
report that the Treasury favored the 
issuance of Treasury paper to be sold 
by popular subscription. One. law- 
maker formally. proposed to issue mére 
fiat currency, although the greenbacks 
remain as a relic of a war which is 
faint in memory , Proposals, of that 
naturé are. an ‘invitation to future 
trouble, and will make a quick end of 
present condjtions.

To be 
able to. read is one thing, to have read 
to ahy amount or ‘with: intelligence and 
profit is another so different. that. the 
two are but obscurely and indirectly re- 
lated. Indeed, the man—or. woman— 
who can read ané doesn’t read is rather 
more dubiously qualifi¢d for meeting. a 
real literacy test then is the immigrant 
whose ignorance of letters is the result 
of nothing except lack of obportuntty to 
learn them. 

All this is‘ academic His now, ‘yet it has 
‘a certain terest, and it cannot be too 
often ‘em sed that the implications 
of miteracy as defined in-the law are 
not absolute, but relational, For a man, 
brought up in a Néw England town, in- 
ability to ‘reed is practically conclusive 
evidence of hopeless imbecility, but. there 
are several parts of Europe, and many

War. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Why is it not the duty, and obligation 
of our Government te convoy American 
liners thrpugh the war sone? i say 
“duty and obligation,” not “* policy.” 
Now t the Govyerhment has com: 
miitted {itself to maintaining our right 
to the: freedom of the seas, it. has 
senctioned the right of our ships and 
of Americans to cross the ecean gsub- 
Ject only to the rules of international 
law. The t has threatened 
under authority of Congress to use such 
measures as he might deem necessary for 
the protection of American seamen and 
people in the pursult of their peaceful 
and legitimate enterprises on. the high 
seas, 

Hut why “walt until Ainertiasin are 
killed or drowned? If trustworthy !n- 
formation were given, or if _it were 
even suspected that there was a_ plot 
to blow up the Capitol, it would be 
euipable, not to say criminal, negligence 
not®to place-a guard around the bulld- 
ing, but to wait until it was destroyed 
before taking active méasures. What is 
the difference in principle? Provided. we 
have. the vessels and they are not neéd- 
ed for military purposes, (as surely they 
are not now, we not being at war,) it 
would seem to be equally culpable not to 
take measures to save. American: lives 
and ships. It is true that convoying 
@ merchentman is not an absolute pro- 
tection, but it gr¢atly diminishes the risk 
of being torpedoed, absolutely prevents 
shell-fire from a submarine, and pro- 
vides a ship to pick up passengers and 
crew it a torpedo attack is successful. 

If the Lusitania had been convoyed, as 
T have always believed should have been 
done in response tq the public announce- 
mént_by von Bernstorff of the intended 
attack, over a hundred American lives 
might have been saved, and very likely 
the attack would not have been made. 
Many will always believe that this fail- 
ure to convoy under the circumstances 
was culpable negligence. on the part of 
our Government. 

There is a chance, too, that war with 
Germany may be: considerably post- 
roned,. and within‘ the possibilities 
avoided, by convoying ships with Arner- 
icans aboard, as submarines mey well 
ba thus intimidated from making | the 
attack,  _ 

At any rate, why on earth wait until 
American lives have been ,destroyed? I 
fail to see the satisfaction or advantage 
to be gained from that event.

CARDINAL FALCONIO 
IS DEAD IN ROME 


One of the Ablest of Vatican's 
Diplomats Was an Amer- 
| ican Citizen. 


ONCE IN NEW. YORK PARISH 


Former Apostolic Delegate to United 
States was a Candidate to 
Succeed Pope Pius. 


ROMBE,. Feb. 7,. (via. Paris.)—Cardinal 
Diomede Falcpnio, Prefect of the Con- 
grégetions of Religious Affairs and for- 
mer Apostolic’ Delegate to the United 
States, died today. 


' Cardinal Diomede Falconio, rated one 
of. the Vatican’s ablest diplomats, 
though born in 1842 in the little Italian 
town of Pescocostango, had been for 
years an American citizen, casting his 
‘first Presidential ballot as far back as 
1872. 

When. he was 18 years old he joined 
the Franciscan Order of Friars Minor, 
and five years later, in 1865, was sent 
to this country as a teacher of ‘classics 
in st. Sonaventuree College, Allegany, 
N.Y. A year later Fra Falconio was 
ordained a-priest by Bishop Timon of 
Buffalo, — shortly after Was electéd 
President ca the —— It was while 

in tbat capa that he took 
out citizenship at Littie Falis, N. Y., 
and subsequently was transferred to 
Harbor Grace, Newfoundland, where he 
became Vicar General to the Italian 
Bishop there. 

He then came to this city and spent 
some time in poe work in 8t.
